Hongkong'’s City Hall Library will 
shortly be closed anil the premises are 
to be taken over by the Hongkong 
Police Reserve and used us tts Head 
quarters, it was oficiay Icarned yes 
terday. 


A notice has been hung up In the 
Library informing pnss-bools holders 
that the Library is about to-be closed, 
The exact date of the closing Is not 
yet known but it Is expected that It 
will be closed as soon as all the books 
‘borrawed by members have been 
returned, 

It wus learned yesterday ‘that up 
to the present the Pollce Reserve has 
hod no Headquarters of its own and 
has been run from various centres In 
the Colony. With the growth of the 
Reserve to a strength of 1,500 a cen- 
tral Headquarters has Uceonie a 
necessity and Government hus alloted 
the ground floor of’ what remains of 
the old City Hall to the Pollee Reserve 
for the duration of the war, 

Rumours that the large number of 
hooks In the Library’ would be dis- 
tributed to various Hongkong schools 
and colleges hus no foundaflun, It 
was learned: from an authoritative 
source yesterday that all the. booka 
will be stored away, 

The City Hall was completed in 
1869 and by 1870 the nucleus of the 
Library and Muscum had already 
been formed. The Library effercd 
many opportunities to bool lovers 
throughout Hongkong ond — the 
museum, housed on the ground floor, 
proved exceedingly popular not only 
to visitors but to every, section of 
the community. The Mala Hall was 
on tho first floor 
that civic. receptions were held. In 
the adjoining Theatre Royal dramatic 
performances were given both by 
amateurs ond - visiting professional 
companies, including the Bandmnnn's 
Opera Company, which was the last 
to perform there. . : 

Owing to ita oge, tho building be- 
camo dangerous some yearn ago nnd 
whs eventually partly demollehed, the 
imposing Hongkong snd Shanghai 
Bank building being erected on part

Library housed the temporary offices

Training Scheme 

“The success of the Empire Train- 
ing Scheme hos surpassed -all-.ex- 
pectations, . In Canada, the output of 
pilots and crews {is well ahead of 
schedule and there has been v. great 
expansion in training in Australia and 
New Zealand. 

“Men trained under the great 
organisation in South Africa and 
Rhodesia are, like others trained over- 
seas, fighting to-day and are brilllant- 
ly successful, 

“The Governments of (Malaya, 
Trinidad and Bermuda have them- 
selves made orrangements to give 
elementary fying tratning. 

“A full scale training organisation 
is being formed -In- India for pllots 
for the R.AF. and the Indian Air 
Foree, while ,nnother training or- 
fanisation established in Burma, the 
Youths’ Alr Tralning Corps, Jaunch- 
ed five and a half weeks ago, has 
alrendy enrolled 130,000 boys and 
has formed over 1,000 units. 

Civil Aviation 

“Considering the total number of 
boys uxed between 16 and 18 {Is only 
750,000, this is a great achtevernent. 

“The war has necessarily restricted 
elvil aviation. but a service is running 
from Durban to Khartoum and Cairo 
and thence across India to Australla 
which links with the United Kingdom 
by fying boats via Lisbon and West 
Africa.
